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IN GING of Pſalms is fo fit a Part of Divine Service, fo natural as 
Expreſſion of our Joy, and {crves to ſo many noble Ends, that it comes 
recommended to us by the Practice of all Nations, ſeems to be as ancient 
as Public Worſhip, and has had the good Fortune to be approved of by all 
Parties of what Denomination ſoever; and therefore the Pfalmiſt directs his 
Precept, not to any peculiar Church of GOP, but to all Lands, to terve 
the Lord with Gladaets, and to come before his Preſence with a Song. 
Therefore the Defign of this Undertaking is to better and improve this 
excellent and uſeful Part of our Service, to keep up an Uniformity in our 
Pariſh Churches, and bring them as much as may be to imitate their Mother 
Churches, the Cathedrals; ſo that all the Tunes in this Work are com- 
poſed as near as can be after the Cathedral Manner, and ſo well adapted to 
the Compaſs of the ſeveral Voices, that all who are capable of /Harmoay, 
may join in this heavenly Chorus, and“ Young Men and Maidens, old 
Men and Children, may praiſe the Name of the Lord; Pfalm CXLVIII. 
Ver. 12.” This will be a Means to add to the Church daily, and alſo make 
us glad to go into the Houſe of the Lord; it will raviſh our Hearts with 
the Harmony of God's Love and Goodneſs, whilſt our Voices are joined in 
his Praiſes; that, having perfectly learned our Parts here, we may at laſt 
come to join with the Heaveuly Chorus, and ſing Hallelujahs to all Eternity. 
In Order, to which Eud I have here preſented you firſt with a complete 
and conciſe Introduction to Pfalmody and muſical Dictionary, and have ſe- 
lected five and thirty choice and capital Anthems, all ſet in Score, the 
greateſt Part of them being compoſed by ſome of: the moſt eminent Doctors 
and Maſters of Mulic, Organiſis ro ſeveral of our Cathedrals, at which 
Places they are now frequently performed ; alſo by ſeveral other principal 
Choirs in England, and have collected near one Hundyed of the very my 
Pſalm Tunes, both ancient and modern, which I have properly adapted to 
the moſt ſublime Portions of the Pſalms; to which I have added a Set of 
Divine Hymns, ſuited to the Feaſts and Fafts of the Church of England; with 
ſeveral excellent Canons of three and four Parts in one; proper to be ſung 
after divine Service, whilſt the Congregation 1s going out of Church, in lieu 
of a full Organ Voluntary, which is always performed in thoſe Churches that 
are furniſhed with an Organ, to play the Congregation out, as it js ſtiled. 
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In this Edition, I have in the following Anthems and Pſalm Tunes ſet 


the three upper Parts in the G Cliff, as I ind it more eligible for countfy 
Choirs than the C Cliff; and fince of late Years ſeveral Kinds of muſical 
treble Inſtruments have been introduced into many country Churches, to ace 
company the Voices, as Violins, Hautboys, Clatinets, Vauxhumanes, &c. 
which Cliff is alſo much more ſuitable to thoſe Inſtruments, and have placed 
the Tenor, which has the principal Air, and is deſigned for the leading 
Part, next the Baſs, which alſo renders it much more convenient: for Per- 
formers oa the Organ, &c, and have alſo figured the Bafles for the 
Organ, which, I flatter myſelf will make the whole Work cf great Uſe to 
Organiſts, as well Pariſh Clerks as all Tenchers and Scholars, and all other 
Lovers and Practicers of Divine Muſic whatever, aud be the completeſt of 
the Kind and Price ever publiſhed, 

Jam not ſo vain as to flatter myſelf that this Collection is completely 
peric& : notwithſtanding upon a judicious Probation, confidering the large- 
neſs of the Untertaking, I hope the Errata will be found but ſmall, having 
been careful to have it as correct as in my Power. |

| The GAMUT, or SALE MUSIC. 
G ſolreut in Alt " ra 
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HE Gamut is the Ground of all Muſic, whether Vocal or Inſtrumental ; 
and was compoſed, ſays Dr. Croxall, by Guido Aretinus, an Italian 
Abbot, about the year 960, out of a Sapphic Hymn of Paulus 
Diaconus, viz, | |

In the foregoing Scale are theſe three Characters, viz.

which muſt be underſtood as the three Signal Cliff's, The firſt of 
| a 
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rex to the Baſs, and is called the F-faut or F-Cliff, becauſe the Letter 
is placed on the ſame Line with it; and its proper Place is on the fourth 
Line from the Bottom as in the Scale. 

The ſecond is the G- ſolfaut or C-Cliff, becauſe the Letter C is always on 
the ſame Line with it, in which is ſet the Tenor, Counter-Tenor, and 
other inward Parts in Muſic; it is placed on the fourth Line from the Bottom 
in the Tenors, and on the middle Line in the Counter-Tenors, for the bet- 
ter Conveniency of the higher Notes: But, let it be placed on any other 
Line, ſtill that Line is C, and the Lines and Spaces, above and below, 
have their Keys ſhifted according to it, 

The third is the G-Solreut or G-Cliff, becauſe the Letter is on the {ame 
Line with it; its conſtant Place 1s on the ſecond Line, from the Bottom, 
in which is ſet the Treble, or the higheſt Part in Muſic, 

N. B. They are called Cliffs, from Clavis, a Key; becaufe they open 
to us the true Meaning of every Leſſon; which being ſet down 
without one of theſe Cliffs, wou'd fignity no more than a Parcel 
of Cyphers in Arithmetic, wi:hout a Figure before them. 

But for the better Explanation of the Cliffs, I have here {et them down 

in four Parts ſeparately, as in the following Scale, which ſhews you how to 
name your Notes in any Part. / 


The GAMUT, divided into Four Parts. 
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Which muſt be learned off by Heart. | - 
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The firſt thing to be done, in order to the right Underſtanding of Pſalmody, 
is to get the Keys (which are Seven in Number, viz. A, B, C, D, E, F, G,) 
perfectly by Heart upwards and downwards, as they ſtand on their Lines and 
Spaces in the Gamut or Scale of Muſic : which Keys are alſo expreſs'd by 


Seven different Sounds, as they aſcend, viz. from A to B, is a whole Tone ;- 


from B to C, is a Semi, or half, Tone; from C, to D, a whole Tone; 
from D to E, a whole Tone; from E to F, a Semitone; from F to G, a 
whole Tone; from G to A, a whole Tone, &c. with their Octaves which 

begin the ſame over again, 
N. B. That all Notes that aſcend above F, which is on the higheſt 
Line in the Treble, are called in Alt, as G, in Alt, &. And all 
Notes that are below Gamut in the Baſs, are' called double as 


F F, double F, &c. but theſe laſt mentioned are chiefly for 


the Organ, Harpſichord, &c. 
The Names and Meaſures of NoTEs and their RESTS. 


Semibreve, Minim, I Crotchet, Quaver, I Semiquaver, Demiſemiq-

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The Semibreve is called the Meaſure Note, and guideth all the Reſt to a 
true Meaſure of Time. Reſts are Notes of Silence, which ſignify that you 
muſt reſt as long as you would be ſounding one of thoſe Notes, which ſtand 
above them, and are likewiſe called by the ſame Names, as Semibreve Reſt, 
Minim Reſt, &c. But, for the better Explanation of the Length and Pro- 
portion of the Notes, now in Uſe, obſerve the following Scheme:

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In the foregoing Scale you ſee the Semibreve, or Meaſure Note, in- 
cludes all other lefler Notes to its Meaſure in Proportion, it being ſet at the 
Top; ſo that one Minim is & of a Semibreve; one Crotchet Z; one Quaver 
2 z one Semiquaver 47; and one Demiſemiquaver is but d. Part of a 
Semibreve.

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The Dot that is ſet on the right Side of theſe Notes is called the Point of 


Addition, which adds to the Sound of a Note half as much more as it was 


before; as you may ſee, in the above Example, that a pointed Semibreve 
contains a Semibreve and a Minim or three Minims, &c, and the ſame of 
pointed Reſts,

Of other Muſical ChaxACTERS, and of their Usx. 
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1. A Flat cauſeth any Note it is ſet before (that riſeth a whole Tone) to 


riſe but half a Tone, that is, to flat or fink it half a Tone lower than it 
would be without it; and when it is placed at the beginning of a Tune, it al- 


ters both the Name and Sound of every Note upon the ſame Line or Space 


. Where it ſtands, through the whole Tune; it alters the Sound by making it 


half a Note lower than it was before, (unleſs — by a Natural or 
Sharp) and is called Fa. | 


2. ASharp is quite the reverſe, or contrary to a Flat, its Uſe being to raiſe 
or ſharp any Note it is ſet before, half a Tone higher; and when it is ſec 
at the Beginning of a Tune, it cauſes all thoſe Notes on the ſame Line and 
Space where it 2 to be ſounded half a Tone higher through the whole 
Tune (unleſs contradicted by a Natural or a Flat.) 


N. B. Flats and Sharps are alſo uſed to regulate the Mi, in the Tranſ- 

k poſition of the Keys, which I ſhall mention more fully hereafter ; 
and as to their Effects in Relation to Sound, may eafily be remem- 
bered, by theſe Rules, viz. 


Under each Flat the half Note lies, 
And o'er the Sharp the Half doth riſe. 


3. A Natural, ſo called becauſe it ſerves to reduce any Note made 


either Flat or Sharp (by governing the Flats and Sharps at the Beginn- 


ing of a Tune) to its primitive Sound, as it ſtands in the Gamut, or as it 
was before thoſe Flats and Sharps were placed; the Uſe of the Natural is 


2 more correct, than contradicting Flats by Sharps, or Sharps by 
lats. 


N. B. Flats or Sharps put before particular Notes in a Tune, ſerve only 
for all the ſucceeding Notes on the ſame Line or Space in the ſame 


Bar, and are called Accidentals; Naturals the ſame, that is one 
Bar only. 


4. A Direct or Guide, when ſet at the End of the five Lines, when broke 


off by Narrowneſs of Paper, ſerves to ſhew what Key the firſt Note of the 
ſucceeding Line is placed. | 


5. A Hold, when ſet over a Note, that Note muſt be held ſomewhat 
longer than its common Meaſure. | 


6. A ſingle Bar ſerves to divide the Time in Muſic into equal Portions, 


according to the Meature Note. | 


7. A double Bar, fignifies the End of a Strain, as a Period does the End 
ef a Sentence; but, in Anthems, Songs, and Inſtrumental Muſfic, it denotes 
to ſing or play the Strain twice over, before you proeced, 


8. 
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8. A Repeat, when ſet over any Note, ſheweth, that from the Note it is 
ſet over, to the double Bar next following, is to be repeated. 


9. A Tye, when drawn over any two or more Notes, fignifies, in Vocal 


—— to ſing ſo many Notes as it comprehends to one Syllable and with one 
reath. 


10. A Slur, in Vocal Mufic, fignifies a graceful Slurring (or Running) 


of ſeveral Notes to one Word or Syllable, &c. 


11. A Shake, called a Trill, commonly placed over thoſe Notes which 
are to be ſhaked or graced. | 


12, A Cloſe is three, four, or more Bars together, always placed after the 
laſt Note of a Piece of Muſic, which denotes a Concluſion of all Parts in a 


proper Key.

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This Part of Muſic, called Time, when rightly underſtood by the ſeveral 
Performers, cauſes all the Parts to agree one with the other, according to 
the Deſign of the Compoſer. 

Chats Ira ſeveral Sorts of Time, yet all are deduced from Two, that is, 


Common Time and Triple Time, which are meaſured by either an even - 
| | 0 
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odd Number of Notes, as 4, or 3; not always ſo many Notes in Number, 
but the Quantity of ſuch like Notes to be included in a Bar, 

Common Time is meaſured by even Numbers, as, 2, 4, 8, &c. each Bar 
including ſuch a Quantity of Notes as will amount to the Length of a Semi- 
breve, which is the Meaſure-Note, and guideth all the reſt, and is called he 
whole Time or Meaſure-Note; But to give every Note its due Mealure of 
Time, you mult uſe a conſtant Motion of the Hand or toot, once down and 
once up, in every Bar, which is called Beating oi Time. _ 

There is but one kind of Mood, now in uſe amongſt moſt of our modern 
Maſters, in Common Time, which provided the Words Grave or Adagio, 
are ſet over it. Every Semibreve in this Sort of Time (which is one whole 
Bar of Time) is to be ſounded as long as one may very diftinttly and de- 
liberately count „ 2, 3, 4, according to the flow Motion of the Pendulum 
of a Clock, which beats Seconds; and your Hand or Foot muſt be down while 
you count 1, 2, and take it up while you connt 3, 4, in every Bar of Time; 
ſo that your Hand or Foot is juſt as long down as up; for which ſee the 
foregoing Example, where I have placed , 2, 3, 4, over the Notes; and 
underneath 4, for down, and x for vp, ſewing when your Hand or Foot 
ſhovld fall or riſe &. Compoſitions of Plain Counter Point, Pſalm Tunes, 
and other ſolem and grave Pieces in Church Mufic, &c. are generally 


performed in this Sort of Time. 


The Second Mood is meaſured according to the firſt, as you may ſee in the 
Example, exceptingthat the Motion of the Handor Foot is but once down and 
once up in a Bar, and is as quick again, by having the Word Allegro placed 
over it, and is uſed in quick Parts in Anthems, and in lieu of Retorded 
Time, which is now quite aboliſhed by moſt of our Eminent Maſters, 

The Third or French Mood, which is marked thus , and is called Two 
to Fonr, every Bar including two Crotchets, one to be beaten with the 
Hand or Foot down, and one up; and 1s generally play'd or ſung very 

uick. 

Triple Time is meaſured by odd Numbers as, three Minims, three 


Crotchets, or three Quavers in a Bar; which Bar muſt be divided into three 


equal Parts, and is meaſured by beating the Hand or Foot twice down and 
once up in every Bar; fo that your Hand is juſt as long again down as up 
as you gy ſee in the foregoing Example, in which Sort of Triple Time t 
firſt, is called, Three to Two, containing three Minims in a Bar, and per- 
formed in the ſame Time as Two in common Time, Two to be ſung with the 
Hand or Foot down, and one up; this Sort of Time is often uſed in Pſalm 
Tunes, Anthems, &c. | | 

The Second is called Three to Four, containing Three Crotchets in a 
Bar, Two to be Sung with the Hand or Foot down, and one up, and as to 
its Degree in Quickneſs according to the Words that are ſet over it. viz. 
Andante, Allegro, &c. 

The Third is called Three to Eight, containing three Quavers in a Bar, 
Two to be ſung with the Hand or Foot down, and one up; Adagio is ſome- 
times ſet over this Sort of Time, when it is performed very flow, but is moſtly 
uſed for more quick Movements, viz. Minuets, &c.

Theſe Notes are called Notes of Syncopation, or. driving of Notes, by 
Reaſon the Bar, or beating of Time, falls in the Middle, or within ſome 
Part of the Semibreve, Minim &c. or when Notes are driven till the Time 
falls even again, the Hand or Foot being either put down or up while the 
Note is ſounding. | | 

Obſerve, that in Common-Time the Hand or Foot muſt be juſt as long 
down as up; and in Triple-Time juſt as long again down as up; and that 
it muſt fall at the Beginning of a Bar, in all Sorts of Time whatever. 

You will often meet, in Triple-Time, Pſalm-Tunes, with a double Bar 
drawn through between two fogle Bars, when the Time is imperfect on 
either Side of the double Bar, both Bars making but one Bar of Time, as in

The firſt and moſt principal Thing to be done in a Vocal Performance, 
is to have your Voice as clear as poſſible, giving every Note a clear and 
diſtin Sound; alſo pronouncing your Words in the politeſt Manner; and, 
making Choice of a Perſon well ſkilled in Mulic for your Inſtructor, you 
may then attempt the following Leſſon: 1

The true and exact Tuning of this Leſſon, is to obſerve the two Semitones, 
or half Notes; that is, from La to Fa, and from Mi to Fa, aſcending;

It is alſo neceſſary 
for you to learn the Letters your Notes are on, as well as Sol-fa, &c. which 
will greatly improve your Knowledge in Muſic, | :

The firſt and moſt principal Grace, neceſſary to be learned, is the Trill 
or Shake; that is, to move or ſhake your Voice diſtinctly on one Syllable the 
Diſtance of either a whole Tone, or Semitone, always beginning with the 
Note or half Note above, as in the following

The Method of learning this Trill, is firſt to move flow, then faſter by 
Degrees; and, by diligent Practice, you may ſoon get the Perfection of it. 
The Trill ought to be uſed on all deſcending pointed Notes, and always 
before a Cloſe ; alſo on all deſcending ſharped Notes, and on all deſcending 
Semitones ; but, in Pſalmody, none ſhorter than Crotchets, 
In Songs and Inſtrumental Mufic the Trill is very much uſed, and gener- 
ally has (tr.) ſet over the Notes that are to be ſhaked, for the better Direc- 
[ tion of the Performers. And, as this moſt delightful Grace is equally orna- 
mental in Pſalmody, I have placed tr. over the Notes in the following Sheets, 
; where 
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where it is to be uſed, both for the ſake of Learners, and Performers in 

general, | | 1 
There is another Grace uſed in Muſic, called the Grace of Tranſition, 

that to flur or break a Note, to ſweeten the Roughnels of a Leap, &c. 


Of the ſeveral Keys in Mus1c, and how te tranſpoſe any Tune out 
of the two Natural of Primitive Keys, by Flats or Sharps, into any 
other Key. 


In Muſic there are but two natural or primitive Keys, viz. C, the 
ſharp and chearful Key; and A, the flat and melancholy Key; and to diſtin- 
guith theſe two Keys one from the other, is in Reſpect to the zd, 6th, and 
7th, above its Key, which is always the laſt Note of the Baſs; for if either 
the zd, 6th, or 7th, above the laſt Note of the Baſs be leſſer, the Key is 
flat; if greater, then it is ſharp; and no Tune can be formed on any other 
Key but C and A, without the Help of placing Flats or Sharps at the Begin- 
ning of the five Lines, which brings the Progrefſions of the other Keys to 
the ſame Effect as the two natural Keys; but the reaſon of the two natural 
Keys being often tranſpoſed by either Flats or Sharps, is to bring the ſeveral 
Tunes, ſo tranſpoſed, within the Compaſs of Voices and Inſtruments ; but

Unleſs a Tune is pitched on its proper Key, that all the Voices may per- 
form their Parts clear and ſtrong, that is, neither too high, nor yet too low, 
for the Compaſs of the Voices, it never can give any Delight to the Per- 
formers or Audience ; which cannot regularly be done, in thoſe Churches 
that are not furniſhed with an Organ, without a Concert Pitch- 
pipe, or ſome other Concert Inſtrument of Muſie, ſuch as a Concert Flute, 
German Flute, &c, but as there are Pitch-pipes made for this Purpoſe, 
which may be had at any Muſic Shop in London, for about 28. and 6d. each, 
I would recommend one of them as the moſt uſeful for the Purpoſe, and as all 
Tunes, which are ſet in their proper or Concert Keys, as are all in this 
Book, are always played on the Organ, Harplichord, &c. in the ſame Keys 
they are ſet in; So it is likewiſe requiſite that they ſhoud be ſung in the ſame

Pitch-pipes, before mentioned, you will 
find marked upon Pewter, on the Regiſter or Slider belonging to it, all the 
ſeveral Semitones included in an Octave. 


As fr EXAMPLE. 
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By ſetting the Regiſter, that is by drawing out that Letter, which your 
Tune is tranſpoſed in, ſo as the Line or Stroke where it ſtands (which is 
drawn acroſs the Regiſter) correſponds with the Foot of the Pipe, then blow 
gently and you will have the true Sound of the Key which you have ſet in 
order to Pitch; as for Example; ſuppoſe your Tune is in the Key of G, then 
draw out the Letter G, if in A, then draw out A, &c. and blow as above 
directed. 

N. B. Whereas many Tunes that are ſet in G, C, D, &c. in which the 
Tenors begin a Fourth below the Key, and ſometimes a Fifth above the Key, 
in ſuch Caſes the Key-Note of the Tune muſt be given to the Choir, and 
the Tenor and all the other Parts muſt take their Pitches from the ſaid Key- 
Note, fo given to the Choir. It is highly neceſſary at all Times in Prac- 
tiſing, &c. that the Tunes are always pitched in their proper Keys, which 
will be of great Advantage to Learners, by giving them the True Sound 
of a Key, &c. It probably may be argued by ſome that this Method of Pitch- 
ing the Keys might in ſome Caſes be inconfiſtent with the Compaſs of the 
ſeveral Voices; but it is for this Purpoſe this Method of Pitching the Keys 
is principally deſigned. All the Tunes in this Book, being properly adapted 
to the Compaſs of the Voices, and are alſo in what may properly be called 
their proper and concert Keys,
